THE DOBLII FfiEEIAM'S BEPORT 



The arrival of tb* nioe traverten in 
tbe Tallow conspiracy caae in onr city on 

Monday nij?ht for the purpose of taking 
tbeir trial before Pether the Packer on 
Tneaday morning served to remind one 
of tbe old days. Tbe NationalisU of tbe 
city reaolTcd to gi»« them a reception, 
and made arrabgemcBts accordingly. 
This was a trifle too much for the aerves 
of the authorities. Tbey became at once 
alarmed, and warning notices were sent 
to all city bands wlio proposed to par- 
ticipate in the demonstration to the 
effect that if they appeared on the 
Streets tbey would be dispersed, or in 
Other words batoned. A like notice was 
served on Bngene Crean, M. P., who trav- 
eled from London at the request of tbe 
Chairman of the Irish party to greet tbe 
sturdy Tallow Leagaers. The docament 
informed Crean that any attempt to hold 
n public meeting would be suppressed by 
force. With a view to perpetuate this 
outrage on the right of publii- meeting 
an array of brute force was brought out 
and stationed in the principal thorough- 
fares, giving one the feeling that he was 
in a city under si^. If the authorities are 
satisfied with the measure of success that 
rewarded their labors, so are the Nation- 
alists of Cork. Their action ouly helped 
to make the demonstration all the more 
remarkable. The police defeated their 
own ends, and the ninht proved one of 
triumph for the men of the Rebel City. 
The train bearing the Tallow "conspira- 
tors" reachefl the city at S o'clock, and 
when the brave Leaguers stepped on the 
platform tbey were grweted with pro- 
longed and hearty cheers by a large 
body of well known Nationalists. In 
the meantime the police were busy mak- 
ing preparations outside the railway 
.station. We were honored by having 
Resident Magistrate Mayne in supreme 
command; County Inspector damble was 
the first lieutenant of the occasion, and 
then we had smaller fry in the persons of 
District Inspectors Morrison of Cork, 
Heaid of Tallow and Howe of Mallow. 
They had 100 men under their control, 
and'in an esotad fashion were getting 
their forces into position while tha Tallow 
"conspirators" were being cheered to a 
wagonette drawn up outside. It was 
known that the paity were to proceed to 
the rooms of the United Irish League in 
Great George's street, and the entire 
route was lined by large crowds, who 
enthusiastically cheered as the cavalcade 
passed along, the rear of which was 
btonght up hy tha larse and wholly 
unnaoasssry posse of police already 
mentioned. 

A number of mounted policemen also 
grsced the gathering by their presence. 
Matters went on rather uneventfully 
until the end of King street was reached, 
when the Blackpool brass band made 
their appearance on the scene despite the 
threat flung at them by the authorities 
la the earlier portion of the day. Their 
pumiKf operated like a red rag to a bull. 
A chaffa at tha aunatsd men was or- 
dered, while tha blna-ooatad infantry 
drew a cordon acrosa tha street for tbe 
purpose of preventing the hand and the 
huge crowd that followed them from 
taking their place in the procession. Tbe 
niGuiiled men drew their truncheons and 
used them as far as tbe fleetness of foot 
of the "boys from the groves ol da pool" 
would permit. 

Tbey got little room for the display of 
their anaigy, however, and before long 
tha tables were eonplataly turned on 
them. The members of the band all 
began to play their Instruments on their 
own account and the discordant results 
proved disastrous to the brave mounted 
bludgeon men. Their horses reared and 
pranced beyond all control, and the blue- 
coated heroes had to stand the laughter 
and ridicule of the vast gatheriiiK with- 
out the satisfaction of drawin« Mood 
from a single akulL The people ran 
through the si^s streets and succeeded 
in joining in the demonstration as it en- 
tered Pstrick street At this point fifty- 
nine more men under District Inspector 
Moriarty, of BallincoUig, arrived on the 
scene, but the people cared not one jot. 
For the sake of "old times" tbey wel- 
comed, regardless of the consequencss, 
the appearance of the policemen's baton. 
Several skirmishes took place aUm^ Put- 
rick street, but tbe baton men were 
socdy tried, for tbe good sense of tbe 
people gave them no opportunity for dis- 
playing their readiness to crack a Nation- 
aliat's skull wherever it presented itself. 
They were altogether the aggressors; the 
people assembled for a lawful purpose; 
they kept that fact in view and they 
broke down the hopes of the gentlemen 
of the force, who fondly cherished the 
belief that their performances on the 
heads of an nnoffending and defenseless 
people would justify their existence end

When 
the Tallow men arrived at the rooms of 
the League they found a splendid aaaem- 
blage of Nationalists to great and cheer 
them, and this in tbe teeth of every 
energy and strategy on tbe part of police 
to prevent the people from getting within 
200 yards of the building. They made 
cordons at either en<l of the street, and 
the citizen who dared to exercise his per- 
fectly legal right to walk up or down was 
roughly pushed back and threatened with 
a baton stroke if he persisted.

PATRICK DUNN DEAD. 



Patrick Duuu, the well known (tone- 
cutter, who for some time past has been 
working in Alabama, was stricken with 
heart disease last Sunday at Ensley, and 
the news of bis death was a great shock 
to hia family and friends here.

Preachers. Never in its history did this 
slways handsome edifice present so bean- 
tiful yet quiet and peaceful an aippm- 
ance. The pomp and magnificence of 

the Catholic church was lent to make 
this a day of days to the faithful people 
of the congregation. The services were 
solemn, the music grand, tbe sermon 
magnificent. Words can not describe it. 
It had to be heard to be appreciated. 
Understand it waa not sensational. It 
was a plain matter-of-fact yet eloquent 
and graphic portrayal of St. Dominic, 
his life work, the result of hb woik and 
tbe results that are still being attained 
by the followers of St. Dominic. 

Two of the great missionary orders in 
the Catholic church are the l"ranci.scaiis, 
or followers of St. Francis, and the 
Dominicans, or followers of St. Dominic. 
Both have churches in Louisville The 
Pianciscans resident in Louisville are 
probably without exception Oarmana or 
German-Americana. The DomlniGans 
resident in Louisville are nearly all Irish 
or Irish-Americans. But race makes no 
difference in the Catholic religion; the 
church is one, and therefore on St. 
Dominic's day the brow-n habited follow- 
ers of St. Francis are invited by the 
white and black clothed followers of St. 
Dominic to assist in celebrating tbe 
memory of tbe founder of their order. 
Whan in turn St Francis's day rolls 
sronnd tbe Prandscaas Invite tba Do- 
minicans to St. Boniface church, where 
they are honored by celebrating mass. 
So on these occasions the religious in 
whose churches the rites are being per- 
forme<l stand aside and 1^ the visitors 
celebrate mass. 

Then, too, the rites are different in a 
degree, and tbe Dominicans have to 
carry their altar boys or acolytea with 
tham when tb«y viait tba Praadaoaas to 
oelebrata mass, and likawisa tba Fraads- 
cans have to bring acolytea trained to 
their rites when they visit the Domini- 
cans. 

The main celebration began at 10:30 
o'clock with solemn high mass. Very 
Rev. Father Paul Alf, O. S. F., was cele- 
brant of the mass, with dcaooa, anb- 
deacon and master of ceremonlea. 

In tba sanctnary were the whita^^jbad 
Dominicans without the Vluk piaadiing 
cloak. Among them ware Very Rev. 
Father Fowler, O. P., Prior; Rev. Fathers 
McPeeley, O'Mahoney, Kelly, Jtisti, 
Pulinx, all of tbe Order of Preachers, 
and Very Rev. Father Felix Ward, of 
the Sacred Heart Retreat; Father P. M. 
Rock, of the Cathedral; Rev. Father 
Walsh, of Sacred Heart church, and in 
the choir were Rev. Father Weiss, of St 
George's dinrcb, and Eav. Father Adrar. 
mann, of St. Philip Neri's. 

The scene in tbe sanctuary was im- 
pressive from the moment the celebrant 
uttered the "Asperges" before mass be- 
gan. Then the splendid choir, under 
the direction of Prof. Charles Weiss, 
added to the beauty and solemnity of 
tbe occasion with a splendid rendition of 
Haydn's "Imperial Mass." Gound's 
"Benedictna" was interpreted near the 
close of the nsas. After the gospd Rev. 
Father W. Dunn, O. P., one of the many 
illustriotu orators for which the Domin- 
ican order is famous, aacended the pul- 
pit. He is smsll but not delicate; 
robust but not stout, with fine eyes, a 
clear complexion, dark, wavy hair, a 
broad, splendid forehead, easy of gest- 
ure, a voice full of magnetism and clear 
enunciation, rapid and fluent in style. 

Contrary to the usual order of things. 
Father Dunn laid as much stress on the 
publicationa for tha coming week as 
he did on hia tannoa. His oongrsgatkm 
was spellbonnd from tba baginning. 

Then quietly, yet dearly, be began: 
"My brethren, I want to tell yon today a 
few things sbout St. Dominic." He did, 
too. He had them to tell, and he told 
them in a simple yet forcible manner. 
It is no easy tiling to preach a sermoo on 
a man who has been dead 680 years, and 
who in all that time has been honored 
by the Catholic cborch; whose life work 
has been tbe subject of panegyrica of 
famous orrtors for nearly aeven ce nturi es. 
The story is old. 

The charm of Father Dunn's oratory 
was that he told it in a new way. Care- 
fnlly and succinctly Father Dunn traced 
tbe life and character of St. Dominic 
from his birth to the estate of man, of 
his ordination in his twenty-tifth year, 
of the horrors of the Albiginseau heresy

The Albigensians bel\eved there were 
two Gods — a God of goodness aud a 
God of evil. They believed that the 
God of evil made everythiug that was 
visible, induding msn( they believed 
that marriage was a pnd^inatioa for 
damnationt tbey denied khe incarnation 
of Christ and reviled jth^ mother of 
Christ. Father Dunn tAld how in his 
thirty-fifth year Dominic, fired with zeal 
to save the souls of sinners, undertook 
the conversion of these heretics. The life 
of a saint, be said, waa wdking with and 
communicating with Obd. God was 
the motive power in ill their acts. 
Dominic never spoke wllsas it was of 
God. I 

He told of Dominic's Jpwaejrlngs and 
sermons among the AlbigliBsians, briefly 
related how the devotl«iV' of the Rosary 
had been revealed to Dom)nic, of tbe 
founding of the order of Dominicans, in 
which was conbined the contemplative 
and active life. And he fold of his death 
in his fifty-first year -1221 A. D. It is 
the day of St. Dominic' death, of his en- 
trance into the kingdam of heaven, that 
is cdebrated — not the anniversary of his 
birth. Then rapidly and doqnently he 
followed up tba works of bie followers of 
St Dominic all over the world. He re- 
ferred to St. Thomas, St. Louis Bertrand, 
St. Rose of Lima, the first caiioni/.ed 
saiut of the new world, and many others. 
Last, but by no means least, he dosed 
his peroration with a magnificent tribute 
to Savanarola, "the priest who was not 
afraid to attack vice in bi(fh places, who 
upbraided impurity, who fought tyranny, 
but was branded at ona Uma as acbis- 
matic." I 

Blsewbart than in a IjKbolic diurcfa

Instead, men and women bowed their 
heads in nrayer and wiped away tears — 
tears of joy that there were yet among 
them men who had the eloquence of a 
Dominic, of a Lacodairaa oHF a Father 
Tom Burke; tears of sorroill|that they had 
not led better lives, had net followed tbe 
precapta of St DoolaiejkDd hia illus- 
trious disdpkw.

Michael Davitt, who has spent more 
than half the years of hia life in the 
cause of Free Ireland, arrived in New 
York Saturday on tbe steamship St. Paul, 
of the American line, from Southampton. 
The great agitator was reodved at the 
pier by representslives of the leading 
Irish societies and given a luatty wel- 
come. The object of his visit is purely a 
|iri'..in,il cue tiicrely to ste relatives and 
friends and he will remain in this coun- 
try several weeks. He has engagements, 
however, to make speeches in Chicago 
aud other prindpal dtiea in the United 
States before be returns. Mr. Davitt is 
in tbe best of bedth and thofoughly en- 
joye<l his trip across the ooaaa, which 
made his eighteenth voyage. 

When askeil to say something in reply 
to the cable reports of the speech made 
by Chamberlain in the House of Com- 
mons with regard to the war in South 
.\fric«, the distinguished \isitor replied: 

I hardly believe b« made tbe aasertions 
credited to him and should prefer to 
withhold my criticism until more authen- 
tic confirmation can be aecured. If he 
did make the criminal statements cre<I 
ited to him T should say he had tempo- 
rarily lost his senses. ICngland all during 
the Hoer war has been engaging and 
arniin>4 the natives, while the lioers have 
never employed any Kaffirs. This I 
know to he absolutely true, for I was all 
through South Africa last year and care- 
fully looked over the situation. During 
tbe attack on liafeking the British used 
Kaffira on tbe advance, forming two par- 
ties, who made sorties on the Boer posi- 
tion under the direction of Gen. Baden- 
Powell. 

War is war, aud the Boers would t>e 
very foolish if they do not .shoot these 
natives when they find they are arraigned 
against them. How do they differ in 
this respect from British troops? Now it 
is proposed to make the Boers suffer the 
death penalty if found guilty of killing 
natives. Suppose tbe Boers had killed 
thdr prisoners at the outset, what would 
have been tbe conaequence? They had 
more than 20,000 at one time. At the 
beginning of tbe war it was agreed that 
no natives should be engaged in the con- 
flict. The Boers have religiously kept 
their part of that agreement, but the 
Knglish have not. There can be no 
doubt about that. 

I have been all around the world, and 
I have never met a finer or braver lot of 
people than tba Boara. Tbay will fight 
as long as their ammunition holds out, 
and will not give up until their last cart- 
ridge has been fired. They don't expect 
to receive any financial aid from America, 
nor any help in the way of recruits. So 
far they have had only about 2,000 out- 
siders, all told, to assist them, and these 
were mostly the miners engaged in the 
mines at Johanneabutg. They formed 
little laagers and called themselves the 
American, Irish, Italian or French brig- 
ade, accoidiiig to thair composition. At 
no tima have tbe Boers had more than 
32,000 men in the field, and during tbe 
past few months this number has been 
reduced to about one-third that number. 

The population of tbe Transvaal and 
Orange Free State, including women and 
children, is only about 200,000, and I 
have seen boys leas than fourteen years 
old carrying arms. The English have 
had about 250,000 troops in South Africa, 
which can be saaa k 00,000 mora than 
the whole Boer popolatioa. Had the 
Boers had 10,000 more men at one time I 
believe they could have been victorious. 
It is an unjust war— a giant against a 
dwarf — and I am proud to say our sympa- 
thies are with the Boers and against 
England, whose enmity we will for the 
time being incur. The Boers must meet 
inevitable defeat, but my information is 
to the effect that they will be able to 
cany on tba war for at laaat a twelve- 
month longer. I can not qiaak offidally, 
but I do not bdieva Mr. Kmger will pay 
a visit to the United Ststes.

snggcatad. My fellow-Americans know 
tba laws of tbalr country and they will 
not do anything contrary to them. Tbey 
will always remember that they are 
American citizens first and will not do 
anything to 'oring disgrace upon them- 
selves.

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STUDY TMB FAITH. 

It goes without M]HioK that every 
Catholic should learn aad know his 

faith, says the able editor of the 
Catholic Siiu. That, of course, has 
been always a duty, but in our age, 
when su many theories and schemes 
are put forward and championed by 
iodiyidnals of some distinction, it 
demands even a greater fidelity that 
will not be withheld by the earnest 
Catholic. Some years ago the study 
of Christian doctrine was more in 
evidence than at present. We had 
controversies which, whatsoever one 
may think of the good effected by 
them, were at least calculated to 
conceiitrate our attention on the 
jwints under discussion. The age 
of uuutiu v e r s y . however, has passed 
and the arena is now occupied by 
the novelist and scientist, who have 
each his own method of teaching 
for the new order of things. They 
are for the most part advocates of 
what they term honest discussion , 
manliness; they talk mightily about 
following one's conscience and al- 
lude compassionately to the old- 
fashioned disputes of the past. They 
believe in a kind of God— a shadowy 
twentieth century God— and with a 
condescension truly toWhing com- 
mend the Sermon on the Mount and 
other parts of the New Testament. 
Their method of attack— for it is 
nothing else— on the church is 
more difficult to foil than that of 
the controversialist armed with bits 
and ends of texts. One hardly 
likes to dub a dulcet-tongued novel- 
ist »WlQ^lnchant ior home-made 
dogm^an eaemj!|fcN»d to place a 
scientist with a mania for giving 
mysterious names to things he can 
not understand in the same cate- 
gory. But they are, nncwiBdoualy, 
if you like, warring against the 
faith, and the one way to meet and 
to conquer them is to give a prom- 
inent place among our studies and 
readings to the science of our Chris- 
tian inheritance. And the more time 
we devote to that study the more 
shall we discover that the bland auH 
unctuous novelist and .scientist who 
compound up-to-date capsules are 
dangerous humbugs. They believe 
in following one's conscience. So 
do we, but it must be an educated 
conscience and not distorted through 
our own fault. "Conscience," said 
Cardinal Newman, "has rights be 
cause it has duties, but in this age 
with a large portion of the public it 
is the very right and freedom of 
conscience to dispense with con- 
science, to ignore a law giver and 
judge, to be independent of unseen 
obligations. Conscience is a stem 
monitor, but in this century it has 
been superseded by a counterfeit, 
which the eighteen centuries prior 
heard of, and could not litve mis- 
Uken for it, if they had. It is the 
right of self-will." But we must 
not take them too seriously. The 
conscience business plays an im- 
portant role in the motive novel, 
but we are convinced that to those 
who use it it has no meaning save 
that any pretext is good enoagh to 
justify blasphemy. They do not 
mean it, of course, but the pages of 
some much-heralded publications 
bristle with statements that show 
how well their authors despise St. 
Paul's "leading every undertaking 
aptive to the obedience of faith." 



NEITHER CAN RECEDE. 

There never was such a thing as 
war between capital and labor. 
I<sbor is capital; the war is against 

the organization of capitalists to get 
the better of labor and reduce the 
laborer to a state of servitude and 
reap the lion's share of the pro6t of 
labor. Fifty years ago the manu- 
facturer who became rich was re- 



qwcted and looked up to by his 

employes. The rich man of those 
days hved in an ordinary bouse and 
did not trouble himself aiwut poli- 
tics. The man placed in office today 
is placed there to be used to rob the 
producing classes, and bis condition 
has brought into existence monop- 
oly and combined capital against 
which labor makes war, and though 
often smothered it is a war to the 
finish. I«abor will organise until it 
can compel the Morgans, Hannas 
and Rockefellers lo cook their own 
breakfast and wash their own 
shirts, prophesies a leading manu- 
facturers' trade journal. Neither 
monopoly nor labor can recede, but 
the present condition will go on 
until monopoly has been crushed. 
The two biggest monopolies ever 
known are in a deadly struggle. 

HBIOHT OP QLORY. 

The British Government first de- 
nied, then evaded and now frankly 
admits and even glories in the 
charge that it has srmed the savage 
natives of South Africa and is using 
them in its war upon the Boers, 
just as it used the savage redskins 
in its war upon us a century and a 
quarter ago. Furthermore Joseph 
Chamberlain has telegraphed Lord 
Kitchener that the Boers are violat- 
ing "civilized tisage" in summarily 
shooting any and all savages caught 
in battle. 

For sheer "glory" the war Cham- 
berlain and his colleagnea are now 
carrying on in South Africa sur- 
passes anything which even Britain 
has done in that line heretofore. It 
must make British dtisens pecu- 
liarly pnwdof their country as they 
see it marching "in the foremost 
files of time," burning homes, rob- 
bing non-combatants, "concentrat- 
ing" women and children to die of 
disease and seeking to conquer their 
unconquerable victims by exposing 
them to the hkleons calamities in 
cident to using against them the 
"black beasts" of Zululand and 
Matabeleland. 

If such an enterprise does not 
prosper, then indeed must Britain's 
queer "god of battles" -have for- 
gotten all she has done for him. 



The real fight between the great 
steel trust and the Amalgamated 
Association will now take place, 
and the entire world anxiously 
awaits the outcome. Thus far about 
100,000 men are affected, and that 
number may yet be largely aug- 
mented, as the right to organize for 
the purpose of securing better con- 
ditions and fair treatment is the 
principal issue involved in this 
monster strike. The course of 
President Shaffer and bis followers 
thus far has been dignified and con- 
servstive, and now the . masses of 
the people hope for the success of 
the workingmen.

At the Belfast sssizes before the Lord 
Chief Bsron, Bernard McVeigh, charged 
with wounding Bernard McKenaa, waj 
foaad eot guilty, althotkgb evldeace was 
givea thst the secused was a member of 
a riotoua crowd who shouted, "There's 
another I'enian down!" 

Sunday being the Sunday within the 
octave of the Feast of Our Lady of Mount 
Carmel was observed with great solem- 
nity in the Csrmelite Churdi la Dublin. 
His Grace the ArchMriiop preeided. Ser- 
mons were preached morning and even- 
ing hy the Rev. Dr. Butler, O. C. C 

The trial of Arthur Trew, Richard 
Braithwhite, Robert Calvert and Thomas 
Greeves, members of the Belfast Pro- 
testant Aasodstioa who were committed 
for psrticipating ia lUsgsl oonq>iracy to 
cite riot, was ooouDeaosd oa Tuesday at 
the Belfast City assiass before the Lord 
Chief Baron. 

At the Killaloe petty sessions James 
Coffey, solicitor, I.iiiierick; William Mc- 
Keogh and Jumi. '^, M.iore, of Hallina, were 
prosecuted by the Limerick Fishery Con- 
aervators for illegally using sn instru- 
ment called an "otter" for fishing pur- 
poses ia the River Sbaaaon at Killaloe. 
Fines of f90 aad costs were imposed in 
esch case. 

On Saturday iu the case of Morrissey, 
a bankrupt, and his brother the Court 
of Appeal decided that the order of Judge 
Boyd sentencing them to imprisonment 
for an alleged criminal offence in con- 
nection with the bankruptcy was right. 
The case involved qussttons ss to the 
Judge's powers aad whether the defend- 
ants were entitled to trisl by jury. 

A man named Francis Kennedy lies in 
a critical condition in Barrington's Hos- 
pital as the result of having been atabbed 
in the eye in a street row at Limerick. 
Keuaedy states that he saw tsie brothers 



aamed Patrick and Frauds Mean beat- 
lag hia brother, and going to his assist- 
ance he was attacked by ^e Mearas and 
stsbbed in the eyf with something shsrp. 
The Mearas have beeh srresled aad re- 
manded. 

At Limerick petty sessions Michael 
Roche was charged with having assaulted 
Constables I'ortoljello and Cotrell by bit- 
ing them and with kicking Acting Ser- 
geant Healy. It appeared from the evi- 
dence that prisoner Ui Constable Porto- 
hello so severely oa the legs, srm sad 
lund thst he was under treatment at Bar- 
rington's Hospital. Roche, who is sn old \ 
cfTender. was sentenced to uiae aioaths' 
imprisonment. 

Justice Leonard, the well known Dub- ^ 
lin salesmaater, Mrs. Leonard and a , 
relative. Miss Msngan. while traveling 
the electric tram along the North 
Cireularroad had a very narrow escape 
from fatal injury. A Hve wire snspped 
in two and the broken parts fell where 
the party was seated on the top of the 
car, burning the clothes of the three, 
who promptly extricated ihtlHSeUfS 
from their perilous position. , 

At Belfsst Justice Baron on Friday re- 
sumed the hesring of the trisl of John 
and Sarah Jane Wilson, iadicted for un- 
lawfully neglecting to provide their 
servant, Agnes Gsrvey, with sufficient ^ 
food, clothing and lodging, so that her 
life was endangered. The girl died in 
May last. At the conclusion of the de- 
fense bis Lordship directed the jury to 
acquit the female pri»oner, as sht w.ts 
not criminally liable. After a short ab- 
aence the jury found the male prisoner 
not guilty and be was acquitted snd his 
wife wss slso dischsiged. 

On Tuesday morning the Lord Chief 
Justice sat in the City Courthouse, Cork, 
and took up the hearing of the Tallow 
conspiracy case, in which the defendants 
were charged with conspiring to intimi- 
date and boycott David O'Keeffe, sbop- 
keqwr la the town uf Tallow. The tra- 
versers were P. F. Walsh, Chairman 
Waterford Coaaty Coundl; Alex Heis- 
kins, John Magratb, Michael Cunning- 
him, Redmond O'Brien, Matthew 
O'Brien, Cornelius Ronayne, Laurence 
Walsh and J. J. Wdsh. Thirty-two 
jurors were ordered to staad by by the 
Crown. 

The death took place on Friday morn- 
ing at his residence, Bdwardstown, Bslly- 
oeety, of John Rusaril, J. P., whose 
genial nature made him most popnlsr in 
the county. Mr. Russell was sixty years 
of age and had only recently returned 
from London, where he underwent an 
operation for some internal complaint. 
His father was largely engaged in the 
bacon trade, and in 1829, when a fire 
occurred at his stores, the melted fat ran 
in rivulets through the streets, according 
to the recollection of some very old in- 
hsUtants. Deceased wss High Sheriff 
for County Limerick many years ago. 

A plucky rescue from drowning was 
witneased on Saturday at Mount Kennett 
quay. Limerick. \ man named Ryan 
tripped over a rope ami fell into the 
Shannon. He would certainly have been 
drowned had not John Mulqneen, with- 
out taUag off any of his clothes, plunged 
in and held up Ryan until a boat was 
brought round, when both were brought 
ashore. Several sailora were on board a 
ship close by, but none of them made any 
attempt a< rescue. John Mulqueen is a 
brother of Joseph Mulqueen, who gal- 
lantly attempted to save the life of a blind 
man in the Shannon aome mouths sinee. 

Oa Friday the Lord (^ef Baron opened 
the Belfast City sssisee. Ia sddressing 
the jury his Lordship referred to the 
four persons charged with conspiracy, 
which waa in connection with the Catho- 
lic jubilee procession about five weeks 
ago. It will be remembered that the 
processionists were violently attacked by 
persons who, it is alleged, were incited 
to the act by the four men charged, 
among whom was the preacher Trew. 
His Lordship ssid ss a riot was s crime it 
followed that an agreeuisut betise ea two 
or more to incite others to commit a 
crime was a conspiracy aad as such was 
indictable. 

On Pridsy evening it was discovered 
that a horse belonging to J. Murphy, of 
Ballynewport, which bad been at grazing 
on Oakley Park, near KUloogh. had re- 
ceived a wound on the neck, and shortly 
afterward a autre, the |iropcrty of Patrick 



Burns, of Ballygalten, an adjoining town- 
land, had been found wounded in a sim- 
ilar maaasr aad died ahorfly afterward. 
The aiatter having been reported to the 

police on Saturday morning Messrs. 
Dunlop, Hughes and Blackwood, veter- 
inary surgeons from Downpatrick, made 
a post-mortem. A few days ago tlie tail 
was pulled off a cow helongniK John 
Gibben, at Kildare's Crew, near Ard- 
glaaa, for which a clsim lor oonpensa- 
tion has been lodged. 

Nine calves belmglnf to Praak Burke, 
of Bradford, County Clare, died on Sun- 
day most mysteriously. It seems that 
they were fed on milk as usual out of a 
trough in the morning and on Burke's 
return from mass they were in a dying 
condition. Later on a messepger was dia- 
patched for Surgeon Ryan, of Limerick, 
and on his arrival he found eight calves 
dead, while another died soon afterward. 
Ryaa made post morteai examinations of 
the bodies aad caaw to the ooadusbm 
that death was the result of some irritant 
poisoa. He brought swsy for analvsia 
some of the contents of the stomachs and 
some cream skimmed from the milk given 
to the calves that day. The police are 
inquiring into the strange affair, which 
has created quite a sensation iu the 
neighborhood, as Borfce is aiost popular 
among all plssses. 

To s depntstion representing the Cork 
City regatta committee the Lord Chief 
Justice on Monday in Cork said he was 
most anxious that on the occasion of the 
t'ork Kxhibilion next year an inter- 
national boat race should be held on the 
River Lee. He favored the site used by 
the regatta committee for their annual 
regatta. He thought the stretch of water 
from Dnnkettle to the promenade quay 
moat snitabie. He would guarantoe a 
subsUntial challaage cup, and be depu- 
tied the deputation to act as a committee 
for the purpose of carrying out all the ar- 
rangements and making the race an 
unqualified success. He suggested to the 
deputation that they should write to all 
rowing clubs in the United Kingdom on 
the subject with a view to securing their 
co-operation ia every wsy possible. The 
depatetioa promised to carry oat the 
wishes of hia Lordship.

Though Commaadaat Kritsiager's 
shootingof Gen. Freaeh's native "soon ts" 
arouses a furious prateet here, the svowal 
that Bagland has enlisted sevsgee to aid 

ia exterminating the Boers hss given the 
nstion pause, .says the World's London 
correspondent. This is not only a viola- 
tion of the express pledge given by Mr. 
Balfour at the outset of the war, but it is 
contrary to all civilized usages. Still the 
natives have rendered service after their 
kind to the British forces on the Swari- 
land border. They were employed both 
in the relief of Mafdriag fron the north 
and by Gea. Badea-PoweU ia defuse of 
thst piece. 

None know better than the British in 
South .\fiica that when you put arms 
into the hands of the natives and send 
tbeni to iiKlit it nivalis that every rule of 
civilised warfare will be abandoned, that 
no quarter will be givea, that the 
srounded will be murdered, and that 
other and nameless horrors will be perpe- 
trated. Gen. French himself sent Zulus 
to harass the Boers ia Northeastera 
Trsnsvsal by raidiag their cattle. He 
was shifted from that commaad in conse- 
quence of it, owing to the protsat from 
the Natal Government. 

Both sides have used natives with their 
transport trains, but Geu. French has 
been the first to acknowle<lKe that he 
employed them as scouts. The Boers 
think they hsve enough to fsce in Eng- 
land's 260,000 men without being placed 
at the mercy of hordee of black barbari- 
aas. The Sooth Afidcaa ontfook con- 
tianee to be uareUeved of gloom. 

Chaacellor of the Exchequer Beach has 
been forced to sdmit that the war is 
costing flO,(HHi,(KKi a week— not |;(i.")((,(XH), 
as was estimatefl by the War ORice re- 
cently — and he can not hold out the 
slightest encouragement that it will end 
before Cbriatmsa. 

It is believed in military drclea that 
the subjugsting of the Boers will cost 
Bogland |l,000,000,000. The operations 
hsve now entered upoa their aaist ebsti- 
nste stag«. The rebellion in Cape Colony 
ia steadily becoming more widespresd, 
owing to exasperation caused by the 
iuexorable treatment of the retwls. The 
Boers have been nearer Cape Town in tlu- 
past fortnight than at any time during 
the war.

Lord Kitchraer haa aeat hoBM a large 
percentage of the yeomen recently 
shipped to him becanae they can not 
ride, shoot or fight Amoag the regulars 
the imperial yeomanry sre kaowa ss the 
"I'm Yours" brigade, from their iaveter- 
ate habit of surrendering.

The British Souse of Lords has ren- 
dered an important judgment affecting 
trades unions. The case was brought up 
on appeal from the judgement of the 
Irish courts awarding a wholesale butcher 
damages against the Butchers' Assistants' 
Association, which brought pressure to 
bear on retailers to boycott the plsintiff 
until he dismissed a certain nontuion 
employe, threatening otherwise to call 
out the union employes of the firms 
concerned and finally induced the non- 
unionists to leave tlic plaintiff. The 
Lords dismissed the appeal on the 
ground that the alleged acts of wron>;ful 
and malicious conspiracy were not 
undertaken to advance the intesestaof 
the workmen themaelves, but aoley to 
injure the plaintiff.
